ren. We are not quick enough with a pen 
to describe them iu motion, but. any one 
who has ever seen Gen. K E. Spinner's au- 
tograph on a greenback can (jel a very goad 
idea Irom that. Next to a flea or a Hash of 
liK>ituiue, you dou'l find anything .ouch 
livelier inananeel. Iu catching them, all 
you have to do is to hook and pull ibetn to 
the tup of ihe water, and they will do the 
res!. As ions as we remember it we sha:l 
never forget the first eel we caught. Wa 
K-ere sitting on ihe cap ofthewbaif with 
our line in the water some fifteen feet lelow 
us, our hook baited with a clam's head (ac- 
cording loJfobbius), when we /elt a biteand 
pulled. As our hook catne lo the surface an 
erl inada his appearance and commenced 
climbing up our line, hand over Innd, with 
great speed, and shot into the air ten feet 
abaveour bead and fell upon Ihs wharf, 
where for fifteen minules he executed such 
steps as would have drawn tears from the 
eyes of 3 French dancing master. \Ve then 
giaspsdit to get our hook, but it slid 
through our hand like a dose of quicksilver, 
'e.iving it covered with a coaling ofsiime 
which we have since learned is the basis of 
Spaliliug's glue. We cut eff iba; eel aud 
lound our line much knotted and tangled.
